DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
This action is in response to the amendment submitted on January 8, 2003. It is 
acknowledged that claims 1-3 have been cancelled. The examiner regrets the untimely 
reopening of this case and has withdrawn the indication of allowable subject matter in claims 4- 
5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Andric et al., 
U.S. Pat. No. 5,449,200, 

Andric shows a security paper comprising a substrate 14 (base), a fluorescent ink layer 18 
(print layer), and an opaque paper layer 12 and 16 (coating and paper layer) with an opacity of at 
least 75% (Figure 2 and column 8, lines 1-11). 

Response to Arguments

view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
